dothimportvnto vs. Firſt , faith Dauid, he 
deuided the red Sea, , and led them'ſafely 
through it , when their foes were drenched 


and onerwhelmedinit, and inthe day time 
he led them witha Cloud. This was their 


Baptiſme vader Moſes as Paul faith, but if 


we compare it with ours, we ſhallfinde that 
we haye drowneda greater encmie,cuen the 
infernall Pharao the diuillof hell, asmany 
asarc baptiſed in the red Seaof this our Sa- 
uiours bloud. Dauid gocthfarther and ſaith} 
As heled them in the day time with acloud, 
ſo did he in thenighttime with a light of fire. 


- This was, I confeſle,a token of Gods great 


loue, to giue them fucha Light; butitwas 
nothingin compariſon of that light which 
ſhineth in the darkneſſe of our heartes and 
minds, by whch whoſoecuer walketh, ſhal 
neuer {ce darkneſle, but ſhal haue the Light 
of Life.
